Tracked by Wronged Husband They 
Kilt Tfaemeelvee an Hie Arrival 

A lore tragedy mblch Involved 
the deaths of a man- and woman wall 
1 known in Calcutta, bal*Just ocoarred 
a.t Mount Abu. Rajputana. The wo- 
I man waa a Mrs. Campbell, wife qf 
Hamilton Csmpbel', of Calcutta, and 
the tnan N. Winder, who came out to 
India tan months ago as an assistant 
In the Bank of Bengal. Ha waa a 
young man of 24. a native of Scarbor¬ 
ough . 

Both lived at the Grand Hotel. Cal 
rutta, and Winder and Mrs. Campbell 
became very friendly. Mr. Campbell 
went 'up-country' some time ako 
When he returned to Calcutta bis wife 
and Mr. Wtat’er had disappeared. 

Mr. Campbell sought tbe aid of tha 
staffs of the criminal Investigation de¬ 
partment throughout India. Defect¬ 
ives brought him news that Mr. Win¬ 
der and a woman had rone to Mount 
Abu. near Bombay, whither he and 
hie brother-in-law followed, 

Mr. Campbell agrlved In Mount 
Abu. and went straight to The dak 
bungalow (a kind of hotel provided 
for travelers by the government). It 
was his arrival which precipitated the 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Campbell was tn the front gar¬ 
den of the dak bungalow when she 
»sw her husband coming np the drive. 
She rushed Into the room where Win¬ 
der was sad said He's eotr'ng; I 
eamot face him; shoot me. Winder 
repl'ed: No. I cannot shoot w. Here 
Is the reeol-er. shoot yourself. 

Thereupon Mrs. Campbell took the 
revolver, put the mtjrrie to her month 
• "d **<-• te Winder - Yon nnP the trig¬ 
ger. He did so: then put the revol¬ 
ver to his own mouth snd milled the 
trigger again. Mr. Campbell r»sh- 
ed into thp room and his wife died 
'Vnoet Immediately In hie presence. 
Winder was mortally wounded but 
still allva. He died five minutes 
later. 

Mr*. Cambell. It Is ssld. left s let¬ 
ter to be given to her hushnnd la 
«*«e she and Winder destroyed them¬ 
selves. but the letter left nfa written 
word. The papers fourd In his 
noekets. however, showed that he had 
been making Inquiries about passages 
from Bombay to England.

LIVE STOCK PRODUCTION 


provincial gov'-rnraent* Nothing. per- 
hapa. «Ut accomplish ao much aa a 
campaign of publicity and education, 
which, will convince the western farm¬ 
er that be will bjtpieitt htmaalf and hla 
land by raising live stock. And In 
this connection It JU to be hoped that 
the government when revising the 
Bank Act, will permit loans to be 
made to the farmer upon the pro¬ 
ducts of his fsrm. Including both grain 
and live stock. 

The lesson cannot be too strong¬ 
ly Impressed upon the farmers of the 
northwest that the growth and pros¬ 
perity of the live stock and meat bus¬ 
iness of the country depends npon 
an ample and steady supply o,f live 
stock hfipg furnished to the packers 
and bummers scattered over the. coun¬ 
try. Without ample suppUes^Qtnd 
raw materials thesp people cannot op¬ 
erate economically, ao that It Is great¬

rapidly. In several provinces the 
actual number of cattle; sheep and 
hogs Is lees than live years ago. The 
breaking up of the ranch and range 
country In the west Into small farms 
has made serious Inroads Into the sup¬ 
ply of bwf and mutton from that ter¬ 
ritory, and has practically cut off the 
supply of thin young cattle which 
formerly were shipped to Ontario to 
be finished over. 

Oraln farmers of the western pro¬ 
vinces are being urged by ezperlment- 
al farm workers, farmers’ Institutes, 
livestock and farm papers to diversify 
their farming not only for safety aa 
to returns, but as an Insurance against 
the time when fertility will be so de¬ 
pleted that yields of grain will be no 
longer profitable. 

IJve stock la a safeguard, not only 
for the farmer, but would be a big 
factor lo helping to solve the car short¬ 
age problem which Is so acute every 
fall. Oraln farmers a)l want to 
market thMr grain at the same time 
and get the money. Sheep and steers 
can bs marketed every day In the 
year, provide a safe revenue, and dis¬ 
tribute the traffic for the transport¬ 
ation compan'es. There Is at pre¬ 
sent a market In Canada for all live 
stock produce' and for all kinds of 
smoked. meats, laxjl. ham and bacon, 
so that the market Is here with good 
prices. As the population increases 
this market will grow. 

One of the greatest drawbacks 
against more live stock In the west 
Is the fact that Canadian banks are 
not allowed to accept live stock aa 
collateral for loans, whereas In the 
United States an enormous and pro¬ 
fitable cattle loan market'Is done by 
large cattle loaning companies who 
get behind the beginner In the live 
stock business and carry him until 
the returns come in from hie invest¬ 
ment. 

It ts generally supposed that the ex¬ 
tremely low temperatures which pre¬ 
vail during the winter In the west 
are absolutely prohibitive of the suc¬ 
cessful and economical handling of 
lire stock. As a matter of fact, 
much of thedbest beef sold In Calgary, 
Edmonton and Winnipeg this spring 
was fed out In the open air last win¬ 
ter with no shelter, ezeept a few 
buildings, and here and there some 
haystacks or very cheap sheds. North¬ 
west winters are-'no harder on live 
stock than the winters of Ontario. 

Although the Province of Alberta is 
unusually well equipped for producing 
Cheaply mutton of the finest quality, 
large quantities of frozen sheep and 
lambs are eaoh winter brought In 
from Australia and New Zealand, la 
addition to the large number of live 
aheep and lambs driven across the 
border from Montana and Wyoming. 

One thing our farmers and stock 
raisers should learn Is that the home 
market Is the beet. The cattle em¬ 
bargo has combined with other canees 
to make shipping cattle to Liverpool 
unprofitable. Indeed, several firms, 
formerly large exporters of cattle, 
have practically oeased their ship¬ 
ment to England. 

Again, the.-Canadian market Is bet¬ 
ter than American markets, for the 
Canadian farmer and rancher will al¬ 
most uniformly get a better price net 
at Edmonton. Calgary or Winnipeg 
than he will at Chicago. No more de¬ 
lusive argument was put forward by 
the advocates of reciprocity than the 
argument that the Canadian cattle 
raiser would be benefited by freer ac- 
oess to the American market. 

Some Western Canadian stockmen 
have been led by Chicago market re¬ 
ports and rumors of an acute short¬ 
age of finished cattle In the United 
States to ship their finished cattle to 
the Chicago market. In the case 
of the first large shipments of cattle 
made from Alberta to Chicago this 
fall the market was unusually favor¬ 
able and entirely abnormal. Cattle 
for that week touched the highest 
prices ever known In Chicago stock 
yards, so that the Alberta cattle be¬ 
ing carried along with the current, 
sold for a few cents a hundred more 
than they would have brought on the 
same date In Winnipeg. The suc¬ 
cess of this shipment led numerous 
o&hev ranchmen In the west to take a 
chance on the Chicago market, with 
the result that In every case, so far 
the net prices received for stock 
would have netted at Calgary. Edmon¬ 
ton or Winnipeg.

ILLNE3S OF THE CZAREVITCH 


Malady of the Middle Ages With 

Which Many Princea are Affected 

London.—The recent pronounce¬ 
ment of the osar’s physicians concern¬ 
ing the Illness of the czarevitch—that 
the boy is a haemophlllc or a bleeder 
—is the subject of Interesting com¬ 
ment In the current Issue of the Hos¬ 
pital. 

It Is stated that this strange and 
terrible malady. Whose victims bleed 
excessively after comparatively slight 
Injuries, haa occurred at Intervals 
among the scions of European royal 
families since the middle ages, and 
that at present many princes are suf¬ 
fering from It. 

In popular language, the victims of 
this constitutional tendency to bleed 
excessively have been said to have 
only one skin Instead of three. The 
truth la, of course, that hemophilics 
have Just as many skins as any one 
else (to wit, one); but that their blood 
lacks to a greater of lesser degree 
that power of coagulation or clotting 
which In normal persons leads to 
natural arrest of hemorrhage after 
any except very serious Injuries to 
large blood’ vessels. 

At the present time it would seem 
that hemophilia ts more prevalent than 
ever among princes. The late duke 
of Albany suffered from It, and event¬ 
ually died of it The second son of 
the king and queen of Spain 1* said 
to be afflicted by It, and to be Incur¬ 
ably deaf In consequence of hemorr¬ 
hage Into the Internal ear. 

Rumors are also current that the 
Hohenzollerne are not exempt from it, 
and that some of Queen Mary’s rela¬ 
tions are hemophilic to a slight de¬ 
gree. The disease hardly ever oo- 
curs In femalec: but It ts handed down 
almost excessively through the female 
line.

According to advices from Saloaikl 
the Greeks are meeting with consider¬ 
able opposition in Epirus Tbs Turk¬ 
ish army which retreated from Mona¬ 
stic had not surrendered, but the sub¬ 
mission of smaH detachments con¬ 
tinues. 

An official communication Issued by 
the minister of marine describing the 
operations of the Greek fleet during 
the war, gives details of the transport 
of. 13,000 Bulgarian troops -and 3,000 
animals. The transports and convey¬ 
ing warships left Salonikl on the morn¬ 
ing of November 27 and reached Ded- 
eaghatch at one o’clock on the after¬ 
noon of the following day, where they 
were greeted by s squadron of the 
Greek Aegean fleet. 

The Bulgarian troops were drawn 
up on the decks and cheered heartily. 
The work of dUembarkmcpt was sus¬ 
pended ait nightfall and continued the 
next morning. All were aafely land¬ 
ed without a hitch by the eveplpg jf 
November 37. The fleet then left 
DedeaghdtOh. 

London.—No news has yet been re¬ 
ceived that Greece has signed the arm- 
tstloe, although she is expected to do 
so, ss the protocol provides that the 
beseiged garrisons are not to be pro¬ 
visioned to which Greece had strongly 
objected. 

The fact that Turkey has agreed to 
this clause Is held to indicate that 
there Is no likelihood of the immediate 
surrender of the fortress. 

It Is possible that two conferences 
may be sitting concurrently at Lon¬ 
don after this week. The proposal 
for an ambassadorial conference 
reached the Australian foreign office 
and Is skid to have been received by 
the Austrian cabinet. Couit von 
Berohthold Is delaying fala reply, how¬ 
ever, until he has consulted with the 
other members of the triple alliance. 
Aa Germany la .known to favor tb« 
conference It is expected that Auatrta 
will embrace the proposal end the asn- 
beesadors are likely to meet at the 
same time as the peace delegates. 

With respect to the dispute between 
the aides It appears that the Greeks 
addressed last Sunday a dignified and 
touching appeal to the governments 
of the allies, beseeching them to take 
no action calculated to endanger the 
league. The same time Greece of¬ 
fered all her naval and military re¬ 
sources In case Turkey declined to ac¬ 
cept the terms less damaging to what 
Greece regarded as tn the allies’ best 
Interests.. 

K Is understood thst this appeal 
forms an Important historical docu¬ 
ment. which will show that Greece, 
far from having Intention to break 
away from the league made the strong¬ 
est efTorts to maintain It on Its orig¬ 
inal form. 

FOREIGN MINISTER QUITS 

Clamor for Impeachment of Govern¬ 
ment for Its Apathy Toward 
Mongolia 

Pekin.—Russia's recent action in 
recognizing tho Independence of Mon¬ 
golia la having far-reaching effects 'j 
China. 

. Telegrams from the interior demand 
the impeachment of the government 
Already the foreign minister, Liang 
Meng-tlng, has resigned, to the gen¬ 
eral regret of the diplomatic corps, on 
whom he had created a favorable Im¬ 
pression. He had unusual qualifica¬ 
tions and speaks English perfectly, 
besides being a gifted Chinese scholar. 

While proclaiming her adherence to 
the policy of the maintenance of the 
Integrity of China, America has wit¬ 
nessed. without a word of protest, 
Mongolia separated from China and 
brought under Russian suzerainty and 
her delay In the recognition of the 
republic has materially asslstedyRus¬ 
sian policy and shaken the Chinese 
government. The clamor that hss 
arisen Is agalnBt the government 
which has failed, even to obtain recog¬ 
nition from other republics, upon 
whose governments the Chinese is 
modeled—America and France, for 
example: while Mongolia has receiv¬ 
ed recognition from Russia. 

The British memorandum, which 
Sir John Jordan, the British minister 
handed to the Chinese government in 
March, threatening that unless China 
gave a written undertaking not to In¬ 
terfere In Tibet, England would not. re¬ 
cognize the republic. Is still nn&ns 
we redThis Is regarded as one of 
the many unfortunate"- blunders 
made by the present British govern¬ 
ment. Its policy has only the con¬ 
sistent and resolute support of the 
Indian opium dealers, and Is In de¬ 
fiance of the universal sentiment of 
the better classes In China. 

Reports thst China Is sending 
troops to Kobdo. In western Mongolia, 
are wholly without foundation. China 
has protested against Russia's action, 
but she Is absolutely unable to do more 
aad has no Intention of attempt!jg 
forcible measures.

NEW OUTLETFOR GRAIN 

THE PANAMA CANAL AND WEST-I 
ERN WHEAT TRADE 

Report Is Tabled In Commons Dealing 
With the Effect on the Panama Can- 
el In the Development of Trede— 
Predict* that Much of Western 
Greln WHIps Shipped via the 
Pacific. . 

Ottawa. -Vftie effect of the Panama 
Canal development of trade, particu¬ 
larly that of tho grain carrying In the 
west, Is the principal feature of the 
report of (he public works department 
tabled by the Hon. Robert Rogers. 
Deputy Minister Hunter reviews at 
length the work of the department 
and, refers to the harbor Improvements 
which have been begun at Victoria and 
Vancouver. Both cities, he states, 
are looking forward to a great devel¬ 
opment from the opening of the new 
canal, and In consequence a start has 
been mads upon extensive dredging 
operations and docking facilities. It 
is pointed out that a carload of wheat 
could make four trips to Vancouver 
and Victoria In the time It would take 
for one. trip to St. John. As a con¬ 
sequence there Is no reason why mil¬ 
lions of the western grain should not 
find an outlet by the way of the Pan¬ 
ama capal and not to the Injury either 
of the lake ports or Montreal and St. 
John. It Is considered that the fast 
Increasing crop output will greatly tax 
the capacity of all those ports and 
the new outlet will consequently be 
the greatest advantage. 

The enormous Increase In immigra¬ 
tion Is looked for by reason of the 
cheap rates when the trip is made ail 
the way by water. 

The report re .-lews the harbor 
works at the lake ports, Montreal, 
Quebec, and St. John, and also gives 
much interesting data touching the 
growth of the country. Its trade and 
the public Improvements that have 
accompanied It. 

The total expenditure last year was 
*13,928.666, the principal Items being 
33,1 ©9,987 on harbors and rlverH. 
$5,029,147 on dredging and $4,141,236 
on public bnildir.gs. The revenue 
was $418,830, of which over $200,000 
came from government telegraph 
lines.
